W. Fox (Wesleyan) offered up a prayer, and pro- 
nounced the benediction. After three hearty cheers 
for Queen Victoria, the assembly dispersed, The 
members and friends, amounting to about 300 per- 
sons, then adjourned to the upper school-room, where 
they partook of tea. After tea, Mr. Barnes oceupied 
the chair. The Rev. Mr. Slate, after a few prefatory 
remarks, said that the amount contributed up to the 
present time was 1,850/.; but they might deduct 
the sum of 20“. from that sum for promises that per- 
haps might not be realised, which left it at 1,825/. 
The erection of the building, without the spire, 
would be 2,400/; but they resolved to complete it, 
and raise the spire, at an estimate of 2, 800.

THE EUROPEAN CRISIS. 

Tux decisive step hay been taken. Austrian 
troops, in three formidable divisions, have 
crossed the Ticino. France has already formed 
a camp at Susa, on the Sardinian side of Mont 
Cenis, and is rapidly disembarking an army at 
Genoa. Up to the moment of writing, we have 
no authentic intelligence to warrant a belief that 
hostilities have actually commenced. But the 
war in Italy has begun--and whatever we may 
desire, and however ardently, we can no longer 
cherish the faintest hope that diplomacy will 
succeed in preventing a sanguinary conflict, To 
Austria is certainly due the folly of having oc- 
casioned this great calamity, the infatuation of 
having precipitated it. Her recent aggravation of 
misrule in her Lombardo-Venetian territories, 
her political conventions with the rulers of 
Tuscany, Parma, Modena, and Naples, her oc- 
cupation of the Legations, her Concordat with 
Rome, have produced and kept up intolerable 
irritation in the Peninsula, and furnished a 
lausible protest for schemes of Napoleonic 
ambition—while her categorical demand upon 
Sardinia to disarm, and her following up the 
refusal of that demand by an invasion of her 
neighbour’s territory, suddenly and unexpectedly 

ut an end to the efforts which were being made 
b other European Powers to the future 
ok Italy in the Council Chamber rather than in 
the fleld. The excuse of Austria, no doubt, is 
that war was inevitable that longer suspense 
would drain her * and give time * 
adversary to mature his pre ons against her 
without preventing the ultimate explosion—and 
that, although she struck the first blow, she did 
it in self-defence.

As in all 
quarrels, national as welll te individual, the right 
is not confined to one side, neither is the wrong. 
All human motives are mixed. Ambition, how- 
ever selfish, usually contrives to include among 
its objects somewhat that promises to be more 
or less beneficial to mankind ; and patriotism 
however ardent, is always dashed to some ex. 
tent with hopes of personal distinction. So it is 
in the present instance. It, therefore, becomes 
necessary for us to give heed to facts rather than 
to manifestoes, and to take historical evidence as 
our guide, rather than the vague inflations and 
ambiguous phrases of lying diplomacy. We 
will not go far back. e may discover the 
germs of the present quarrel in the Paris Con- 
gress of 1856. To Lord Palmerston must be at- 
tributed the merit or demerit of having drawn 
Sardinia into alliance with England — France 
in the war with Russia. The world has never 
yet been told how far the noble lord then went 
in raising the hopes of Sardinia, that she would 
find her reward, as a constitutional monarchy, 
in throwing her sword into the scale against the 
Northern Autocrat. That so minor and inconsi- 
derable a 1 should have taken part in a 
strife which but little concerned her, without 
receiving some assurances, more or less definite, 
in regard to her own future, is inconceivable, 
Accordingly, when the war was nominally at an 
end, and nia, as one of the be t 
States, sent her representative, in the of 
Count Cavour, to the Paris Congress, Jardin 
called attention to the anomalous and afflicted 
condition of Italty, and claimed the interven- 
tion of the Powers for her relief. In this she 
was eloquently backed by Lord Clarendon, nor 
can it be denied that her proposals, at that time, 
were moderate, and in perfect conformity with 
existing treaties. Austria, however, refused to 
discuss any other question than those for which 
the Congress had been specifically summoned, and 
the Congress separated without doing anything 
for Italy. 

And yet the case of Italy in relation to Aus- 
trian encroachments was quite as strong as that 
of the Danubian Principalities in relation to the 
aggressive policy of Russia. As stated in the 
note of Count Cavour to Lord Clarendon and 
Count Walewski, dated April 6th, 1856, it pre- 
sented all but irresistible claims upon the con- 
sideration of the other European Powers. Aus- 
tria, ever since 1848, had been as a blister on the 
back of Italy, keeping her, by means of her 
system of stern compression, in a state of per- 
petual irritation and revolutio ferment, and 
placing Sardinia in constant and imminent peril 
of being unable to sustain within her own 
borders that firm and moderate policy which had 
proved so beneficial to her people. The means 
deemed necessary by Austria to repress the revo- 
lutionary feeling which her own misgovernment 
excited, were, in fact, more dangerous to Sar- 
dinia than the disease itself. Secret conventions 
with the sovereigns of the lesser Italian States 
N everywhere the possibility of consti- 

utional reforms, and gave to Austria, at the 
summons of these sovereigns, a right to place an 
armed force between them and their discontented 
subjects. Piedmont, a constitutional monarehy, 
was thus gradually girt round with a despotic

According to a telegram from Turin on Monday 
evening General Gyulai had imposed on the town 
of Novara the demand for a heavy contribution of 
provisions and forage under pain in case of non- 
compliance of a fine of five times the value of the 
supply required. The Austrians had occupied 
Vercelli, whence there is (or was) railway communi- 
cation with Alessandria and Genoa. 

How far it is probable that the Austrians will be 
able to reach Turin may be judged from the follow- 
ing extract from a letter in the Daily Neue 

The strongest measures arc however taken to raise all 
material obstacles to their inroads. All the bridges of 
the Lomellina have been cut down, and nearly the whole 
region is under water. The same precautions are taken 
at all those points where at first no armed resistance was 
contemplated. The Austrians are concentrating in great 
masses at Piacenza, where a proclamation has been issued 
by an Austrian Commissioner Extraordinary. 

There have been reports of a sharp action at the 
Téte-de-Pont of Buffalora on Thursday, and that the 
Austrians, after a considerable loss, took it at the 
point of the bayonet. The rumour came from 


Vienna on Friday, but has not been confirmed. 


REVOLUTION IN TUSCANY. 

On Wednesday nearly all the superior officers of 
the Tuscan troops (15,000 men) presented themselves 
to the Grand Duke at Florence, and declared to him 
that to prevent the revolt of his army there was only 
one way, namely, to unite with Piedmont and to 
uufurl the tricolour flag of Italian independence. 
The Grand Duke, by the advice of his Ministers, 
immediately sent for the Marquis of Lajatico (of the 
Corsini family, and one of the best known and 
wealthiest men of Tuscany), and begged him to form 
a new administration with a view of giving the re- 
forms that were wanted. ‘The Marquis of Lajatico 
answered that he could not undertake so important 


and difficult a task, or save the dynasty except on 
— — First, the abdication of his Imperial 


— 


Austria, and an alliance with France and Piedmont, 
The Gran Duke refused to subscribe to these condi- 
tions, and declared he would quit Tuscany imme- 
diately, and without making any provision for a 
legal and regular government, leaving the ‘luscans 
to do what they pleased. 

The Moniteur adds: —“ During the whole day the 
soldicrs and the populace have been running about the 
town singing patriotic airs and shouting, ‘* Viva 
Vitalia,” ** Viva Francia,” but public order has not 
been disturbed. This evening, at six o’clock, tho 
Grand Duke left for Bologna, attended by an escort 
of honour. The provisional Government is tempo- 
rarily composed of MM, Permuzzi, Sanzani, and 
Malenchini. General Ulloa, who will take the 
command of the troops, is expected to-morrow.” 

Victor Emmanuel was proclaimed Dictator of 
Tuscany. A later account states that the provisional 
government installed in the name of Victor Em- 
manuel carries on its business regularly. The 
country is L tranquil.

Writing on the 28th ult., the Turin correspondent 
of the Daily News says—

than of many ecclesiastics : 


“We, the undersigned, agree with the policy of the Pied-

Ihe Duchess quitted 
Parma after having appointed a Council of Regency, 
composed of her Ministers. The Princes have also left 
this morning. Public order has not been disturbed. 


DEMONSTRATIONS AT ROME, 


Accounts from Rome, dated Tuesday evening, 
state that on Easter Sunday, after the Papal bene- 
diction bestowed on the people and the French and 
Pontitical troops, the crowd saluted General Guyon 
and the Duke de Grammont with cries of Vive la 
France,” Vive |’Empereur,” and Vive I'Italie.“ 
The following evening the manifestation was re- 
newed in front of the palace of the Duke de 
Grammont. 

Mr. Reuter's advices inform us that a proclama- 
tion has been issued by General Guyon, recom- 
mending the inhabitants to remain tranquil, — 
proving of any manifestations even of pacific 
nature, and reminding the populace that the assem- 
bling of street crowds has been already forbidden.

NEW FINANCIAL MEASURES IN AUSTRIA. 
The official Wiener Zeitung of Saturday published 
the following financial decrees :— 


1. The income tax of the third class is to be retained 
by the payment office immediately upon the interest on 
the public funds being paid. 

2. A loan of two hundred million florins is ordered, 
but as the contract is for the present impossible, the 
National Bank will advance two-thirds of the nominal 
value of the loan in new notes. 

3. The third decree releases the National Bank for 
the present from the obligation to meet their notes by 
specie payments. 

4. The fourth decree orders that the duties and certain 
excise dues must for the future be paid in silver or in 
payable coupons of the National Ioan. 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

In our last number we quoted from a Prussian 
paper a statement that an alliance, offensive and 
defensive, had been concluded between France and 
Russia. On Thursday the Times followed up this 
report with this prominent announcement :— 

We believe we are correct in stating that there are 
two Secret Treaties now existing between France and 
Russia. By the first, Russia binds herself, in the event

Next day 
the statements of the Times were promptly contra- 
dicted in the Daily News, which said there was 
nothing more than a convention between the two 
Powers. In his speech at Horsham, on Friday, Mr. 
Fitzgerald, the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, said that the Government had addressed to 
the Emperor of Russia a direct question—Did a 
treaty exist containing anything hostile to Eng- 
land ?—and that the answer received from Prince 
Gortschakoff was as follows :— 


I do not deny that there may exist a written engage- 
ment between France and Russia, but I can assure you 
in the most positive manner, that such arrangement con- 
tains nothing that, in the most distant manner, could be 
interpreted as constituting a hostile alliance against 
Europe. If Lord Malmesbury should be questioned on 
the subject, he may answer with confidence in the 
above sense, and I give you m rsonal guarantee 
that the declaration will not be falsi ed by the facts. 


The Emperor of Russia, in a telegram sent by him 
to the widow of the late Grand Duke of Weimar, 
gives a denial to the reports which have circulated 
that Prussia and Austria are threatened by Russia. 


POSITION OF PRUSSIA. 

In the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies on 
Thursday, the Minister for Foreign Affairs made a 
statement on the subject of the present political 
crisis. The following is a summary :— 


Recent occurrences are very threatening. The differ- 
ences between Austria on the one side and Sardinia and 
France on the other, have reached a point at which the 
outbreak of war may be momentarily expected. Eng 
land has made the last endeavour at mediation, but the 
hope of her success is extremely small. In this position 
of uncertainty no communication of any intermediate 
measures, which either of the opposing ies may have 
taken, has come to the knowl of the Government. 
The placing of three corps darmée of the Prussian army 
on a war footing, and in readiness for war, has also been 
resolved upon by the Federal Diet. Besides our own 
safety, we must keep in view the safety of Germany, the 
more so because another great German power is on the 
brink of war. But the present condition of warlike 
preparation which the Federal Diet has instituted, is 
purely of the same nature as the Confederation itself, 
that is to say, essentially defensive, and with this object 
Prussia, in concert with her German federal associates, 
is armed on all sides. Above all things she adheres to 
the r. that the interest of Germany is also the 
interest of Prussia. 


On Monday the Minister for War made a still 
graver statement to the Chamber. The substance 
was as follows :—

. Crrv, Tuesday Evening. 

The excitement of the past week has been almost 
without a parallel in the history of the Stock Ex- 
change. Oa Wednesday the panic commenced in 
consequence of the war preparations in Franca, and 
the statements that an offensive and defensive alliance 
has been concluded between Russia and France, and 
that the former power is making the military dispo- 
sitions requisite to overawe Germany. : 

The English funds opened about 24 per cent. worse 
than on the preceding day. At one period a recovery 
of about ; per cent. was presented, but in the after- 
noon a statement that France has rejected the prof- 
fered mediation of England on the Italian question 
reduced the aspirants for peace to despair. The quota- 
tions between four and five o’clock were the worst of 
the day, and nearly 34 per cent. below those current 
at the same hour on Tuesday. After the close of the 
Stock Exchange a rally of 4 to 4 per cent. was occa- 
sionally quoted, but up to the latest hour the feeling 
of distrust was universal and profound. The general 
depreciation in the nominal value of the funded and 
share property of the country, in one day, has been 
roughly estimated as equal at least to about 50 mil- 
lions sterling. ‘Seven failures were announced on 
the Stock Exchange during the morning. 

The bankers and discount houses refused, in most 
cases, to take paper baving any length of time to run 
at the present rate of 24 per cent., and consequently 
the demand on the part of the leading mercantile 
firms was thrown almost exclusively upon the Bank 
of England. 

On Thursday, the Bank of England advanced 
their rate of discount 1 per cent. It had stood at 
24 per cent. since the 9th of December last, and is 
now raised to 34 per cent. A further fall of more 
than 2 per cent. marked the commencement of 
business in the Stock Exchange, and before the end 
of the day upwards of twenty additional failures had 
been announced, one of them for an amount exceed- 
ing 100,000/., the whole of which will fall upon the 
various dealers. Subsequently there was a partial 
recovery, and the final transactions were at prices 
about } per cent. below those of Wednesday. The 
main cause of the excitement was the alarmist tone 
of the Times, which represented Denmark as having 
joined the alliance with France and Russia—thus 
making a significant combination of three of the 
priacipal naval Powers of Europe—directed appa- 
rently against England. 

Friday was pay-day on the fortnightly settlement, 
and three-and-twenty more members of the establish- 
ment were declared unable to meet their engagements. 
In all, the present settlement has brought down 47 
Stock Exchange firms, comprising 51 members. A 
feeling of indignation was gen expressed at the 
exaggerated alarms raised by the Times. 

On Friday the funds opened with an improved ap- 
pearance, at advanced prices, and for some time com- 
parative animation was shown. Aftera rise of 14 
per cent., however, influential sellers came forward, 
and a relapse set in. During the afternoon the 
gloom. continued to increase, until at the close
